The  following  is  a  list  of  the  Birds  obtained  by  me 
during  a  visit  of  two  months  to  the  northern  districts  of 
Celebes,  most  of  which  time  I  spent  on  Mount  Masarang,  and 
especially  at  Rurukan,  a  village  situated  at  4  000  feet  up 
the  mountain. 

I  arrived  at  Menado  on  the  2nd  October  1895,  and  at 
once  made  arrangements  for  my  journey  to  Tondano, 
which  is  situated  in  the  neighbouring  mountains  at 
about  2  600  feet  above  the  sea.  The  mountains  are  entirely 
volcanic,  and  two  of  the  volcanoes,  Klabat  and  Lokan 
are  active.  The  scenery  is  everywhere  very  beautiful, 
and  1  found  the  neighbourhood  of  Rurukan  an  excellent 
collecting  ground.  I  took  with  me  my  Dayak  hunters  from 
Baram,  who  speedily  made  friends  with  the  Rurukan 
people,  and  the  consequence  was,  that  I  had  a  small 
army  of  natives  collecting  for  me  in  every  direction.  My 
principal  object  in  visiting  Celebes  was  to  obtain  some 
rare  Mammalia,  which  were  not  represented  in  the  Bri¬ 
tish  Museum,  and  not  only  was  I  successful  in  procuring 
all  the  species  1  wanted,  but  also  secured  two  new  kinds 
of  Bats,  a  new  Bat,  and  a  new  species  of  Flower-pecker 
(Die  seam).

I  had  a  long  discussion  with  the  native  hunters  as  to 
whether  this  Jungle-fowl  was  an  indigenous  species  to  the 
mountain,  or  whether  it  was  only  a  domestic  fowl  run 
wild.  They  were,  however,  insistent  that  the  species  was 
not  domesticated,  and  as  Mr.  Ogilvie  Grant  has  identified 
my  specimens  as  true  Jungle-fowl,  I  believe  that  we  may 
consider  the  species  to  be  indigenous  to  Celebes.

Only  a  single  specimen  was  procured  near  Menado. 
This  species  is  also  found  on  the  islands  off  the  coast  of 
Northern  Borneo,  but  in  Celebes  it  occurs  on  the  main¬ 
land.  It  is  such  an  exceedingly  shy  bird  that  it  is  seldom 
shot,  and  it  only  moves  in  the  morning  and  evening.  The 
natives  catch  the  birds  by  the  «  Jerat  »  trap,  which  con¬ 
sists  of  a  spring  formed  by  bending  over  a  sapling  with 
a  noose  at  the  end.  In  their  hunt  for  Megapodes  and  other 
ground-birds,  the  natives  build  a  low  hedge  of  under- 
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growth  about  two  feet  high  across  a  small  island,  and  at 
stated  distances  they  leave  openings  or  «  eyes  »as  they  call 
them.  The  birds  have  but  io  fly  over  this  little  barrier  to 
be  safe,  but  the  native  knows  well  enough  that  they  will 
not  do  this,  and  so  he  prepares  to  take  them  as  they  run. 
Over  each  «  eye  »  in  the  hedge  the  sapling  is  bent;  and 
a  small  inclined  platform  has  to  he  crossed  :  round  the 
latter  the  noose  is  laid;  as  the  Megapode  is  pulled  up 
short  by  the  hedges,  instead  of  flying  over  the  obstacle, 
the  bird  foolishly  skirts  along  until  it  comes  to  an  ope¬ 
ning,  steps  on  the  platform,  which  immediately  gives 
way,  when  the  noose  is  set  free  and  the  sapling  springs 
back,  suspending  the  unfortunate  quarry  in  mid-air  by 
the  legs. 

The  cry  of  the  Megapode  is  decidedly  melancholy,  and 
the  single  note  is  uttered  in  monotonous  succession.  The 
native  name  is  «  Menambun  »  or  «  Menimbun  »,  the  latter 
indicating  the  constructing  of  a  heap. 

The  birds  construct  a  mound  in  which  the  eggs  are 
deposited.  1  myself,  have  seen  these  mounds  on  Pappan 
and  Karaman  Islands;  they  are  built  out  of  the  reach  of 
the  tide,  where  the  jungle  commences,  in  such  places, 
in  fact,  where  the  sand  is  soft,  and  the  T urtles  lay  their 
eggs.  In  digging  down  for  the  Megapodes  eggs,  one  gene¬ 
rally  finds  some  rotten  logs  of  drift-wood,  which  have 
been  washed  up  by  the  sea  during  the  N.  E.  Monsoon. 
These  form  the  foundation  of  the  mound,  which  is  com¬ 
posed  of  dark  coloured  sand  mixed  with  leaves  and  twigs 
which  fall  from  the  jungle  around.  As  a  rule,  the  mound 
is  well  sheltered  and  indeed  almost  hidden,  as  the  bird 
has  many  enemies,  besides  his  chief  one,  in  the  shape  of 
man. 

The  nesting  season  is  apparently  from  September  to 
November. 

The  mounds  are  of  irregular  shape  and  are  determined 
by  the  character  of  the  neighbouring  jungle,  according  as 
the  latter  affords  suitable  material  for  their  construction. 
As  far  as  my  experience  goes,  the  mounds  are  from  six 
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to  eight  feet  in  diameter  and  about  three  feet  high.  There 
are  certainly  burrows  or  runs  inside,  and  in  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  these  the  logs  of  the  foundation  undoubtedly  play 
a  useful  part.  Man  is  not  the  only  enemy  of  the  Megapode, 
for  it  is  by  no  means  uncommon  to  tind  a  mound  uprooted 
and  dismantled  by  the  wild  pigs  who  forage  for  the  eggs, 
while  many  of  the  young  Megapodes,  on  emerging  from 
the  burrows  fall  victims  to  the  big  lizards  of  the  genus 
Varanus.  The  runs  are  generally  to  be  found  excavated 
along  the  side  of  a  log,  and  1  believe  that  in  this  way  the 
hens  gain  admission  to  the  interior  of  the  mound  to  lay 
their  eggs,  though  it  is  quite  possible  that  the  entrance  is 
closed  when  the  birds  have  finished  laying;  there  are 
several  of  these  «  runs  »  to  he  seen  in  a  good-sized 
mound.
